Prisoners Who Escaped In Turmoil of 


Filipino Ketreat 


Manila. Nov. 27—The insurgents have

Pangasinan, leaving seven Americans 
and 94 Spanish prisoners, who escaped 
in the turmoil of Filipino retreat. 


The Americans are P. J. Greene and

Zamboanga Unconditionally Surren- 


der* to American* 


Washington, Nov. 27.—The secretary 


of the navy yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Admiral Watson stating that 
the entire province of Zamboanga, island 
of Mindanao, surrendered to .Commander 
Very of the Castlne, unconditionally, 
Nov. 16. The delivery of all guns is 
promised. Tfca local chiefs declared 
themselves loyal. 


The information contained In Admiral 


Watson's dispatch was received by the 
president and his advisers with uncon- 
cealed satisfaction. 
The surrender of 


the province of Zamboanga is regarded 
as th* beginning of the end of the rev- 
olution in the Island of Mindanao, and, 
it is believed, will be a hard blow to 
those wno are still endeavoring to main- 
tain the insurrection in the Island of 
Luzon. 


The w«r department has not been ad- 


vised of the surrender of the province 
as reported in Admiral Watson's dis- 
patch, Secretary Root saying he had no 
news from General Otis. 
Both Sec- 


retaries Root and Long are elated over 
the information sent by the admiral and 
express the belief that the end of the 
insurrection in the Philippines is now 
near at hand. 


On the 21st instant Admiral Watson 


cabled the navy department that Com- 
mander Very had captured the city of 
Zamboanga on the 16th. He was aided 
by friendly natives and Moros, and was 
holding the town pending the arrival 
of reinforcements from Jolo. 
On the 


same day General Otis informed the war 
department that he had ordered two 
compaines of infantry to be sent to 
Zamboanga from Jolo, 
Zamboanga is 


the principal city In the Island of Min- 
danao, which is the second largest isl- 
and of the Philippine group. Advices 
from Admiral Watson indicate that the 
entire southern half of the island, which 
comprises the province of Zamboanga, 
has yielded to the American forces, and 
has acceded to the authority of the 
United States. 


A dispatch from Manila states that 


the last Filipino council of war was held 
by the retreating leaders at Bayombong 
on Nov. 13 in the house now occupied by 
General MacArthur. It was attended 
by Aguinaldo, Flo Del Pilar, Garcia, 
Alejandrlno and some members of the 
so-called 
cabinet. Information has 


reached General MacArthur from sev- 
eral sources to the effect that the coun- 
.^rscjagjajMdui&B* .futility of attempt- 
Ing further resistance to the Americans 
with united forces and agreed that the 
Filipino troops should scatter and should 
hereafter follow guerilla methods. 


Reports of ambuscades and skirmishes 


come from every section of the country 
along the railroads. Those districts 
seem to be filled with small bands. On 
Saturday! four men of company D, Ninth 
Infantry, were foraging beyond Barn- 
ban, when 20 Filipinos took them in am- 
bush, killing one and capturing the other 
three. The Americans resisted for half 
an hour. The tiring being heard at Barn- 
ban, Lieutenant Fraser, with a squad, 
followed the retreating Filipinos several 
miles. The Americans found the body 
of the soldier boloed. They burned the 
hamlet where the fight took place. 


Three Filipino riflemen ambushed an 


American surgeon near Capas, He shot 
one and the others fled.

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CHEERING NEWS FROM BRITISH ARMY 


Gen, Methuen Captures Gras Pan After Heavy 


Rgnting, Several Officers from Warships 


M in Conflict. British Military Ee- 


quirements Were Underestimated 


Ixmdon, Nov. 27.—Today's news from 


South Africa Is especially cheering. 
Another victory by Lord Methuen's 
column Is reported. He found 
the 


enemy at Gras Pan, and after a desper- 
ate fight he captured the position. The 
losses are expected to be heavy, but de- 
tails have not yet arrived. The naval 
brigade suffered heaidly. Several of- 
ficers of the warships who were with the 
brigade were killed or wounded. Thirty- 
one Boers are known to have been killed 
and 48 wounded. 


No further news respecting Lord 


Methuen's advance has been received; 
and the absence of official details re- 
garding his losses creates the greatest 
suspense^ especially since the publica- 
tion of tile heavy sacrifices endured by 
the naval brigade. 


No alarm, however, is felt as to his 


position, despite the evidence that the 
Boers intended to contest every foot of 
the way. 
It is known that, in the ab- 


sence of sufficient cavalry, he would be 
compelled to advance slowly, and he has 
a preference for night or early dawn at- 
tacks, which events seem to have Jus- 
tified, the Boers being decidedly averse 
to darkness for their operations. 


The fact that In th« »ras Pan action 


one British battery itred 
EDO rounds 


proves the desperate nature of the fight, 
and there is little doubt that the casul- 
ties were heavy. It is now known that 
no guns were captured In the Belmont 
engagement. 


Meanwhile the news from Natal Is 


distinctly more hopeful from the Brit- 
ish point of view. 
The details are 


rather vague, but It seems certain that 
the Boers are retiring ; that every com- 
munication Is being reopened and that 
the British relief forces are joining 
hands. 
All this, taken with General 


Butter's arrival at Pietermaritzburg, is 
expected to make matters move briskly 
very soon. 
General Hildyard's recon- 


nalsance is praised as a work of very 
great difficulty, admirably executed. 


The war office has posted the fol- 


lowing dispatch, dated Cape Town, Nov. 
26, 12:30 p. m., from General Forestler- 
Walker: 


Lord Methuen reports that he moved 


Saturday, at 3:30 a. m., with the Ninth 
brigade, the mounted corps, the naval 
brigade and two batteries, the guards 
following with the baggage. Near Gras 
Pan (about 10 miles north of'Belmont, on 
tha railway line to Kimberley) 2500 
Boers, with six guns and two machine 
guns, opposed him. 
The action began 


at 6 a. m. Our batteries flred shrapnel 
very accurately till the heights seemed 
clear. 
Then tKe naval brigade and in- 


fantry advanced to the assault. The 
fighting was desperate until 10 a. m., 
when the heights were carried. 
The 


Boers rotroatod on tiic line, where the 
Ninth lancers were placed to intercept 
them. 
The result was not known at the 


time of telegraphing. 
The artillery took 


Immediate advantage of the enemy's re- 
tirement. 


Early in the action 500 Boers attacked 


our rear guard. 
The brigade met this 


and also protected the flanks. The na- 
val brigade acted with the greatest gal- 
lantry and suffered heavily, but no par- 
ticulars are yet known. 


The enemy showed the greatest stub- 


bornness, and must have suffered grea'.- 
ly.

It is clear that the 


military requirements were at first 
greatly underestimated, and that a sixth 
division ought Immediately to be pre- 
pared for embarkation. 


This, coming from the hitherto opti- 


mistic Times, ^ significant. 


The Berlin Deutsche Zeltung pub- 


lishes a letter purporting to come from 
General Joubert and dated at Lady- 
smith. Oct. 27, In which the writer says: 


"Even If we don't succeed in prevent- 


ing the concentration of General Buller's 
troops the British army will be weakened 
from natural causes to such an extent 
that not more than 35,000 efficient troops, 
or 40,000 at the outside, can take the 
field. The others must be employed to 
protect communications. In this con- 
nection it Is to be borne in mind that not 
only Natal, but Cape Colony, with a 
base of operations covering 435 miles, 
must be considered. 


"Our bases of supply are at home ar.d 


organized on the relay system in three 
directions. To protect these does not 
require 500 men. If one base should be 
seriously threatened the supplies will be 
destroyed. A war ofl defense,' of which 
we need not think for a. considerable 
time, would present far greater advan- 
tages than an offensive war. We are at 
home In the highlands of the Transvaal 
and the Orange Free State. The British 
will have to contest every step under in- 
conceivable difficulties and must be pre- 
pared at every moment to fight on two 
or three fronts. 


"Then will begin a guerilla war, which 


the British will not be able to endure. 
Already we have 50,000 men in the field. 
So we do not need to calculate upon a 
rising of the Boers in Cape Colony and 
Natal. Nevertheless, if the British stir 
up the natives and employ them to fight 
us, a rising of the whole of Afrikander- 
dom is certain." 


The reported determination of the 


United States to compel President 
Kruger to allow Consul General Macrum 
to exercise bis rights as British agent at 
Pretoria has created an excellent im- 
pression here and has called out various 
expressions of satisfaction and grati- 
tude. The Fall Mall Gazette says: The 
United States government is not going 
to stand any nonsense from President 
Kruger.

Man May Live With All ol Them Under New 


York Law of Disappearance. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 27.—"Under the 


laws of the state of New York it is pos- 
sible for a man to live with three women 
as his wives."

of State McDonough in a conversation 
on the case of Congressman Roberts.

Was a Soldier and Statesman.

Davis, former director of the world's 
fair, died here Saturday night.

onel Davis had been a sufferer ^from 
heart disease for years, and death was 
due primarily to this cause.

Davis was a veteran of the Civil war, en- 
tering the service in 1862. He held the 
position of captain in the Eighth Massa- 
chusetts infantry, and major of the 
Third Rhode Island cavalry.

civil position at General Sheridan's 
headquarters, and went through the In-

of 1868 and 1869 in

Evidence That Those Engaged In the Plot 


Were Experts In Explosives. 


Havana, Nov. 27.—The United States 


government officials here since the 
battleship Maine was blown up secretly' 
investigating that foul deed, and who 
have discovered that the explosive used 
was 700 pounds of guncotton, which was 
forwarded frpm Barcelona, Spain, to 
Admiral Manterola, have practically 
completed the report they are to make 
to the United States government. 


Admiral Manterola's records are now 


wanted to show the names of his sub- 
ordinates who had direct control of i he 
explosives, and in that way the identity 
of the authors and executioners of the 
plot to destroy the Maine may be dis- 
covered. 


The Maine was drawing 14 feet of water 


at her anchorage. Testimony before Mie 
board of Inquiry appointed by the United 
States showed that the explosion which 
destroyed her struck her starboard bot- 
tom plates three feet above her bottom 
lines. The conclusion reached by the of- 
ficials who recently have been investi- 
gating the cause of the destruction of 
the Maine is that the men who planted 
the torpedoes containing the guncoUua 
had made a careful study of the Maine's 
anchorage, and the changing1 conditions 
of the tide, planting the guncotton so au 
to obviate tha necessity for exploding 
the torpedoes by means of an electric 
wire. 


New evidence which the government 


has secured shows that the guncotton 
torpedpes were anchored at ebb tide on 
the starboard side of the Maine and 
within a few feet of the ship's bottom 
plate. The Maine was anchored with her 
nose pointing toward Havana. The ac- 
tion of the tide swung her stern in to- 
ward the southern end of the harbor ?nd 
her bow toward the west and northwest 
in the direction of the Morro. 


The torpedoes were placed at the spot 


where Captain Sigsbee says a mine 
would have been placed. The Maine, 
swinging around in the action of the tide 
so that her nose pointed to the north- 
west, struck the caps attached to the 
floating buoys and exploded the guncot- 
ton In the torpedoes below. 


The force of the explosion undoubt- 


edly destroyed the torpedoes and sub- 
merged buoys, while the anchors used 
to prevent the torpedoes and buoys from 
floating away were undlscoverable In 
the mass of debris of the Maine itself. 


Officials of the secret service believe 


that the torpedoes used were shaded 
like big buckets and were made either 
of aluminum or some other light metal 
easily destroyed and leaving no trace 
behind. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Some interest 


was created in official circles here by 
the publication of the results of what 
purported to be a secret investigation 
regarding- the destruction of the battle- 
ship Maine, in Havana harbor, which, 
the story said, was blown up by gun 
cotton torpedoes, planted In the bay 
for that purpose.

however, fails to show that any official 
investiagtion has been made at the di- 
rection of the authorities here.

Treaty Defining "Spheres of In- 
fluence" Subject of Discussion 


Wound Proved Fatal. 


Waldoborp, Me., Nov. 2T.—George \V.

the United States' request to the powers 
for assurances regarding the main- 
tenance of the "open door" In China, 
negotiations have been entered into, 
looking to a more permanent and im- 
portant international agreement than 
yet mooted. 
It is added that, though" 


the greatest official reticence is observed 
at all the European capitals regarding 
this secret movement, there is good 
ground for believing that the negotia- 
tions have reached a hopeful stage. 


The negotiations followed the frank 


request of Secretary Hay of some of the 
governments which had already given! 
him verbal and Informal assurances of 
the continuation of all our treaty rights 
in Chinese territory to have these agree- 
ments reduced to form. It was not re- 
garded as necessary to go beyond that 
point, and although it frequently hap- 
pens as the result of Initiating negotia- 
tions that the scope of them is broad- 
ened far beyond anything originally In 
contemplation, it Is believed that such 
will not be the case now. 


It would be extremely difficult to 


frame any such convention so as to 
secure the approval of She United States 
senate without a protracted struggle, 
and besides the effort would be sure to 
arouse opposition from the considerable 
element in the United States which is 
unalterably opposed to any sort of 
foreign entanglements. Of course this 
statement applies only to the United 
States, and this could be no objection on 
our part to the other powers joining in 
a treaty covering foreign rights in 
China, provided there -was nothing In 
the agreement obnoxious to our Just and 
proper claims. On the whole, having in 
view the highly satisfactory utterances 
in the French chambers of M. Delcasse, 
the French minister of foreign altairs, 
respecting the maintenance of the "open 
door" in China, there is felt In official 
quarters to be reason for expecting a 
successful outcome of the negotiations 
on this subject opened by the United 
States. 


At some of the foreign establishments 


the proposition was considered 'a 
"feeler," resulting from the recent in- 
quiries madefy the American govern- 
ment as to the attitude of the great 
powers. Other influential members of 
the diplomatic corps pointed out that the 
plan was the logical consummation of 
the scheme Initiated between Russia arid 
Great Britain, where spheres of influence 
would be defined. The Chinese legation 
views the proposition as purely con- 
jectural, and the Chinese minister, Wu 
Ting Fang, when his attention was di- 
rected to the matter, regarded it as pre- 
posterous.

"This is about the mo«t refreshing 


suggestion we have hat *l late," re- 
marked Mr. Wu. "Can It be seriously 
proposed that a document shall be for- 
mally drawn up concerning interests in 
China and China shall not be a party to 
It? It cannot* have escaped attention 
that China is a sovereign nation, and 
when it comes to writing .treaties con- 
cerning her interests and territory this 


sovereigi nation is quite likely to have 
considerable to say on the subject.

hardly think any of the great and self- 
respecting powers would give coun- 
tenance to a plan such as is outlined 
It is as though a party of your neigh- 
bors met and agreed how they would 
occupy your house. One would take the 
front door, another would select the Pid« 
doors, others \s ould appropriate certain 
rooms. And all this without consulting 
jrour-the owner of the house. 


"Of course all things are possible, and 


It is difficult to say how far a plan, once 
entered upon, may proceed. While the 
Individual may be quite secure in his 
residence, it is of course always Titlim 
the bounds of possibility that a band of 
robbers may arrange to enter the house 
and carry away the belonging's.

did not seek any sphere of influence, but 
merely untrammelled entrance to all 
Chinese ports. As to the other powers, 
the view prevailed that they would be 
quite likely to favor such a compre- 
hensive treaty as the one outlined In the 
London advices, as it carried forward 
the arrangements between Great Britain 
and Russia by which the former secured 
a sphere of influence in the Tang TEC 
valley and Russia directed her activi- 
ties to northeast China.

Beyond this, how- 
ever, tfiere has been nothing from any 
of the foreign representatives concern- 
ing the future of China, and without ex- 
ception the representatives of poweis 
having interests in China state posi- 
tively that no instructions have been re- 
ceived aa-to treating with reference to 
China

Besides this, the men say that the time 
spent off the wheel, while it will give 
them an opportunity to rest and re- 
cuperate, will also permit their muscles 


men of all shades. The track at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, New York, where 
the race will be held, is ten laps to the 
mile and is banked higher, probably, 
than any other track in the world. For 
this reason the entries have been weed- 
ed out, and only the best 25 teams will 
be allowed to start, so as to eliminate 
as nearly as possible the element of 
danger. 


In a contest like this a Jap gained or 


lost at the start may be the means of 
winning or losing the race, so that when 
the pistol is fired the field will quickly 
bunch, with the better sprinters out 
for the lead with a rush. These sprint- 
ing matches, in which all will be obliged 
to take part or be hopelessly left in 
the rear, will run the mileage up with 
great rapidity and wear the men out 
more than ever djd the monotonous 
plugging, day in and day out, of foi'- 
mer races. 


The changes in the teams—that is, 


the taking of position of a mate—will 
be effected without loss of ground, as 
the newcomer will be allowed to stow 
himself in the line before his partner 
drops out. During the race there will 
be seen nearly always a bunch of riders 
waiting on the special platform provid- 
ed for this purpose ready at the nod of 
their partners to take their places in 
the contest. 


Some people find the training quarters 


of the men one of the most interesting 
features of a race. Although the spec- 
tators are not allowed in that section 
of the Garden, it can be seen from the 
galleries and other parts of the build- 
ing. Here there will be 25 little tent-

to become relaxed, so that when they 
remount the strain will be greater than 
if they bad been riding the whole time. 


ko successful, Doth in the matter of 
money and mileage, as In New York. 


After the race in that city last winter, 


however, a law was passed which for- 
bade any man to ride for more than 12 
hours in one day in a contest for money. 
It was at first thought that this would 
put an end to six day affairs. That has 
not proved to be the case, however, for 
the promoters have evolved a plan 
which conforms to the law and at the 
eame time allows for a race lasting six 
continuous days. In addition to this it 
Is more than probable that under the 
new conditions the affair will be much 
more close and exciting, while a far 
greater mileage will be piled up. 


This 'year the riders will contest In 


teams. Two men will form a team. 
Each rider has the privilege of riding 12 
hours In each 24, or 72 hours during the 
week. This, however, is the only lim- 
itation. The men, of a team may relay 
lit any time and as often as they, see 
Bt. In this way the contest will go on 
.without a break from the start on Sun- 
day night at 12:05 o'clock until the fin- 
ish on the following Saturday night. 
(The mileage ridden will, of course, be 
enormous, as the contestants will have 
kinple time for sleep and refreshments 
fend will be fresh when on the track. 


The contest will naturally be a very 


bitter one, as the riders will be m a con- 
dition to fight for every lap. Last sea- 
son in a 24 hour race the field staid to- 
gether throughout the whole struggle, 
and the finish resulted in a sprint with 
several men tied at the start of the 
runaway."'And less than a foot sep- 
arated the first four men over the line. 


It Is quite within the possibilities 
that the forthcoming race will see Just 
such another battle, as laps will be at 
a .premium all through the struggle, 
and in suoh a field the stealing cf one 
circuit of the track will be almost as 
Imposslblras in a 24 hour contest. Thus 
the race will be a test of speeding abil- 
ities as well as of staying qualities. 


Some of the old timers claim that the 


race as arranged this year Is much 
harder than the other style on them, al- 
though they will be only required to 
Mde for 72 Instead of 142 hours, as for- 
merly. It is certain that 72 hours at 


For the past few years all the six 


day races held in this country have 
been international in character, and 
the present one will be no exception in 
that respect. Never in the history of 
these great annual struggles have there 
been so many foreign champions enter- 
ed, while the list of our home riders 
is no less formidable. 


Six teams of foreigners have come di- 


rect from Europe to compete, while as 
many more couples who came over in 
former years and remained in America 
are entered. Canada is also represented 
by her best men; Some of the pairs 
which have already handed in their 
names are as follows: 


Schinneer and Forster, representa- 


tives of Germany; Archie McEachern, 
the unpaced champion, and Otta Maya, 
the handicap winner; Earl D. Stevens 
of Buffalo and Charlie Turville of Phil- 
adelphia, first and second men respec- 
tively in the 24 hour race at San Fran- 
cisco last spring; Johnson and Comeau, 
an American team; W. C. Stinson and 
O. V. Babcock, sprinters of ability; 
John Lawson and Oscar Julius, repre- 
senting Sweden, and Harley Davidson 
and Alf Boake, crack Canadian team. 


George Banker, the American rider, 


who has been competing in Europe for 
the past few years and who was the 
winner of the international champion- 
ship a year ago, has arrived in New 
York and has brought with him six 
French long distance riders who will 
compete in the Garden.

Every speech, ev- 
ery act of every character is as arti- 
ficial as a toupee; the stage people are 
always understood to be mere puppets;

surd quiet heroics of the central figure, 
and still I defy any one with red blood 
in his veins to sit through a perform- 
ance of "Sherlock Holmes" without be- 
coming deeply interested in what, for 
want of a better term, must be called 
the plot of the play. 


For one thing, the piece is a radical 


departure from the beaten path which 
dramas designed for exploitation at flrst 
class theaters have for many years fol- 
lowed. It contains villains galore, and 
even the hero is really only a cheap 
trickster who redeems himself In a 
measure at the last by confessing to 
the innocent girl he has duped that his 
dishonorable conduct was all In the 
line of "business" and that it it had 
not been for his "promise" he would 
have given up the effort to get hold of 
the papers which are a necessary fea- 
ture 
of 
every 
raw, 
melodramatic 


"shocker" like "Sherlock 
Holmes." 


Then the gallant detective who has 
won the girl's confidence through her

heart has the audacity to appear to be 
willing as the final curtain falls to con- 
sider himself a worthy husband for her 
instead of speedily betaking himself to 
the nearest bridge and permitting him- 
self to fall to some convenient and oag- 
ged rock far below. 
Still "Sherlock 


Holmes" permits Gillette to shine as an 
actor, and that Is more than can be 
said, so far as I am aware, of any play 
which he did not himself write. 


Some persons contend that Gillette 


is a natural actor, others declare that 
if he were given the most unimportant 
role in some play selected haphazard 
he would butcher it as horribly as the 
most puffed up graduate of a school of 
acting. In reality Mr. Gillette has made 
a.reputation and won a following for 
himself by reason of the fact that no 
actor on the American stage could have 
surpassed him m those roles with which 
he has in recent years been identified. 
That is due to Mr. Gillette's marvelous 
appreciation of his own limitations, as 
well as to his unquestioned ability as a 
playwright. 
He has so exactly fitted 


himself that it has not been necessary 
for him to act at all. All he has had to 
do was to walk on to the stage, light a 
cigarette, cigar or pipe, puff away at it 
and reply in an imperturbable mono- 
tone to every question asked. And that 
is precisely what he does In "Sherlock 
Holmes," and that is precisely why he 
has scored a great success in the title 
role. 


Of one thing, however, Mr. Gillette's 


friends should warn him. At two or 
three points he seems to be tempted to 
go in for elocutionary effect, and when 
he does that he is nothing less than 
amusing, especially if he happens to 
wish to be serious. At such times he 
uses the same old "toneless monotone," 
but he also gives a very, very bad imi- 
tation of Henry Miller's peculiar but 
always effective declamatory method. 
Mr. Gillette should go no further in 
this departure; in other words, as the 
gamblers put it, he should "stick to 
cases." He has won fame and fortune 
in the old way simply because he never 
tried to act, and if he now sets out to 
be a regular conventional performer he 
is certain to drop with a dull, sickening 
thud. 


There Is no love story In "Sherlock 


Holmes," and that is perhaps the great- 
est weakness of the play. Still, other 
melodramas have rucceeded without 
lovemaking, t\nd "Sherlock 
Holmes" 


will repeat that experience. It is true 
that Sherlock toward the close does say 
something to indicate that he is not 
indifferent to Alice Faulkner's charm of 
person and manner, and that he does a 
little later permit himself to be won by 
her, but those "bits" are so brief as to 
scarcely be worthy of being called 
episodes. As strong a success as "Sher- 
lock Holmes" undoubtedly is from the 
box office standpoint, its hold upon the 
popular 
fancy 
might 
be

strengthened by the injection of a little 
more of heart interest into the earlier 
acts. 


Of the players, Mr. Gillette, as I have 


already said, was—Mr. Gillette, except 
for the few" unfortunate moments when 
he was a sort of misfit Mr. Henry Miller. 
He fits the character of

Holmes to a "T," or the character fits 
him to a "T," whichever way you prefer 
to have It. At any vate his performance 
leaves little to be desired. Miss Kath- 
erine Florence played the impossible 
heroine, Alice Faulkner, as well as such 
an absurd role could be played.

Three weeks ago the 
race apparatus was built into the 
Brondway theater stage, requiring its 
enti 3 reconstruction. This mechanism 
consists of two great cradles, 20 feet in 
length and 14 feet wide, which are 
movable back and forth on railways 
supported by a bridge structure capable 
of upholding 20 tons. The tops of the 


cradles are two inches below the stage 
level. Bach cradle bears the four horses 
and the chariot of each contestant. 


On each cradle are four runways, or 


treadmills, of hickory tlats, two inches 
wide, covered with rubber 12 feet long 
and 2% feet wide. 
On each of these 


treadmills a horse is secured by :nvis- 
ible steel cable traces, which hold him 
m place and prevent him from moving 
forward off the runways. As each horse 
gallops the treadmill revolves under his 
feet, thereby eliminating the forward 
pressure created by the impact of hia 
hoofs which would force him ahead on 
an immovable surface. 
By this me- 


chanical arrangement it is possible for 
the horses to actually gallop with all 
their speed within the space of their 
own length. The device which secures 
the horses to their places on the cra- 
dles is entirely independent of their 
harness, which attaches the chariots to 
them just as they would be were the 
horses running in the open air. The 
wheels of the chariots are worked TV 1th 
wonderful rapidity by rubber rollers, 
operated by electric motors revolving 
in the opposite direction to which the 
wheels actually turn. 
To give the 


chariots the oumping and jolting they 
would experience in an actual race they 
are equipped with uneven wheels. 


The effect of the losing of the race by 


Messala and winning it by Ben-Hur is 
produced by moving the great cradles 
backward and forward on their rails, 
as the situation • emands. 
To create 


the Impression of the charioteers cov- 
ering ground at high speed a great pan- 
oramic background, 35 feet high, repre- 
senting the walls of the arena, with 
thousands of people sitting in their 
seats, is revolved rapidly in an opposite 
direction to that in which the racing! 
chariots are headed. 
These features, 


with their incidental effects combined, 
will make up the most perfect reality 
that has ever been conceived for the- 
atric presentation. 


Ever since the race apparatus was 


built in the Broadway theater the 
horses used in this incident have been 
trained daily. Now, every night after 
the performance in the theater, the 
stage is occupied by Klaw & Erlanger's 
forces and the chariot race is run with 
all the effect incident to it just as it will 
be in the performance.

How Aguinaldo CanBocape 


There are two routes by which Agul- 


naldo's army army could have moved 
Into the northern province, where, by 
the time tbte is published, It will have 
undoubtedly have sciiaped 
One, the 


road by San Jose, and Pucan and Car- 
relyhan, through the precipitous pass- 
ea of the Carabello mountains. The 
route to up along Bteep, washed-out 
river beds, by native traits and occas- 
ional roads. The country ia the wild- 
est in Luzon, Inhabited by Igorotes, 
who live in the little mountain ham- 
lets and exist by hunting and fishing. 
The trip over the Carabello pasa In 
the most favorable season - requires 
two or three days, and Is attended with 
great difficulty. The mountains rise to 
a height of 6,000 feet and are covered 
with primeval forest and thick trop- 
ical undergrowth. The natives are all 
under Agulnaldo's 
command, and, 


while not equipped with arms, mould be 
able to fill up the rank* of tha Insur- 
ant army 
, 


Aguinaldo has undoubtedly taken 


his ttrmy through these passes over 
the Bayonbong, in Nueva Viioaya, 
and It to doubtful If we can follow him 
without the greatest difficulty and loss 
of life. By placing himself In the nar- 
row mountain iiassts through which 


we would haw to go to reach him he 
can reader our advance most hazard- 
ous. tHe can draw supplies from Bay- 
onbong and bold out until actually dis- 
lodegd by the moat desperate mountain 
warfare. This Is undoubtedly Wa aim, 
for months ago he boasted that When 
he fell back to th« Carabella moun- 
tains his position would bo Impreg- 
nable. He has had ample time to pre- 
pare for such a coup. 


Bayombongr is on the Magat river, 


the main tributary of the great Cag- 
ayan, which Is a deep, swift-ftowtag 
river, running north ta Aparrt, the 
most northerly port in Luzon, and the 
largest' shipping center for the vast 
tobacco, sugar and rice products of the 
Cagayan valley. Bayonbong has a pop- 
ulation of 10,000, and fttomi a military 
point is almost inaccessible. Contrary 
to g'eneral opinion this north country 
has a civilizaion equal, and, in imtny 
cases superior, to that ol the nattws 
of the vicinity of Manila. The ctt --3 
are large and prosperous; the nat|v> » 
have a smattering of education, dress 
well, live to fine subatantiail houses, 
and have many large churches and 
other public buildings. 


The other route north by which the 


insurgents could have retreated is to 
the east of the Dagupan and Ango 
rivera through Benguet province, over 
the mountain passes to. Trinidad, 
thence to Cayan, and up the Abra 
river. The mountains rise ta 4,000 
feet and 5000 feet in height in these 
provinces and the food products are 
flat lOTter-abundant The towns are 
small, and the native tribes are hard- 
ly within the paJei of civilization. It 
waa, therefore, not likely that Agui- 
naldo would run the risk of isolating 
himself in the mountain fastness of the 
west coast provinces General Wheat- 
on, however, has made escape^ by thia 
route impossible.—Leslie's Weekly. 


i SOLDIERS' COOK STOVE. 


Valuable and Portable One Invented 


by an American Private. 


The Ingenuity of a private in the reg- 


ular army has revolutionized the art of 
camp cooking. Up to three years ago 
all food for soldiers in active service 
was prepared in a camp kettle and a 
crude sheet iron box called a camp 
oven, which served principally to keep 
the wind from the fire. Now the food 
of the soldiers in the Philippines is 
cooked on a stove which is quite as 
complete as an ordinary kitchen range 
and still light and portable, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Post It can be folded up into a neat, 
square package and put on the back of 
a mule or slipped Into a small wagon. 
During the last year the government 
has shipped more than 5,000 of these 
patent camp ranges to Manila. It is 
now buying some more of a little lar- 
ger size, upon which all the food for a 
company of 100 men can be prepared. 


O. D. Hunt of Detroit, the private 


who has invented the Improvement, 
enlisted in 1892 in Company D, Twen- 
ty-second regular infantry. When sta- 
tioned at a western post he was de- 
tailed to serve as cook for Casey's. In- 
dian scouts. I At all frontier army posts 
there are shops of more or less com- 
plete equipment, and Hunt found no 
trouble in getting permission to do a 
little experimenting. He was natural- 
ly ingenious and devoted all his spare 
time to rigging up better apparatus for 
doing bis work. 
The Indians were 


loud in their praises of his cooking, 
and when he returned to his company 
he asked for the kitchen detail there. 
When the time came for another man 
to take his place, the company would 
not listen to it, but took up a collection 
to keep him in office. The consequence 
was that at the end of bis term of en- 
listment he not only knew more about 
camp cooking than any other private in i 
the army, but had evolved, a portable 
stove, built on the "bird's nest" plan, 
every part slipping into some other 
part He had discovered also how to ! 
economize all the cooking space and to 
> 


get the biggest stove with the least 
weight or danger of breakage. He had 
bis Invention patented and Interested 
some rich men in Detroit In it. They 
are now making bis stoves for the gov- 
ernment.

He details the preparations for a 


midnight march of 15 miles in a driv- 
ing rain through a trackless jungle 
and the climbing of a precipitous 
mountain in order to surprise the rob- 
bers. The men marched in single file 
through inky darkness, fording over- 
flowing rivers and getting by almost 
insurmountable obstacles. The moun- 
tain climb was begun at 4 a. m.. At 
daybreak the robbers were discovered. 
After apologizing for mentioning him- 
self Captain Byrne says: 


"Our fire was vigorously replied to 


by a party of 15 riflemen located be- 
hind wood piles in the pillage. They 
used black powder, and their fire made 
a great deal of smoke. After firing 
for some time and being unable to dis- 
lodge the riflemen from the wood piles 
in the village both detachment com- 
manders conceived the idea of sending 
sharpshooters to cross the creek, sneak 
up to the edge of the village and flank 
them out. Several of our enterprising 
soldiers had thought of the same thing 
and, unknown to their superiors, had 
gone independently on the same mis- 
sion. They had all met at the one 
place of crossing, the foot bridge, and 
proceeded to get after the riflemen. 


"The bandits, quickly taking advan- 


tage of the situation, came out of the 
houses to the number of 200 and at- 
tacked this party Just about the time 
I reached the bridge. In this attack 
Private David S. Anderson, Company 
K, was shot and killed, receiving in 
addition 33 bolo cuts. Private Albert 
C. Jenks, Company K, was shot 
through the neck, but had sufficient 
vitality to get over the bank, where 
he came rolling down near to where 
we were, groaning with pain. 


"First Sergeant William Shuch, Com- 


pany K, and Corporal Frank S. Swan, 
Company K, heroically stood their 
ground in the face of what seemed to 
be certain death. Corporal Swan fired 
three shots from bis magazine, bring- 
ing down a bandit at each shot He 
could not fire more, as they were right 
on him. He then clubbed his gun, 
mashing in the head of the first man, 
killing him Instantly. Reversing his 
gun, he ran the next through with his 
bayonet, killing him. Sergeant Shuch 
also stood hia ground, firing into them 
with deadly effect. 


"All had now recovered their self 


possession and would have gone into 
anything. This sudden counter charge 
by the men whom the bandits had a 
few minutes before probably regarded 
as their victims completely demoraliz- 
ed them. They fell back across the 
village, with our men still after them. 
Then they became panic stricken and 
dispersed, fleeing down the hill, while 
our men poured a deadly fire into them 
at close range. 


"A notable incident of the fight and 


one of great importance as effecting 
the peace and quiet of this vicinity 
was the killing of the chief of the bond, 
a tall, handsome man, who looked like 
a Spaniard. He used his Winchester 
from his horse. He died as hard as he 
fought. When pierced by two bullets 
•through the breast, he fell from bis 
hone, rolled, plunged and scrambled 
over the ground like a chicken when 
beheaded. The combat resulted in the 
killing of 118 of the bandits, accord- 
Ing to count' This is, however, a very 
low estimate, according to my opinion 
as well as that of my officers. I be- 
lieve 150 would be nearer the correct 
number." 


S, W. Barker Bankruptcy Case 


Edward W. Greenman filed his re- 


port as assignee of Stephen W. Bar- 
ker former owner of the Briggsville 
mills, "with County Judge Nason on 
Saturday, and Judge Nason named 
December 11 as the date for a hearing. 
Creditors will then file objections if 
there are any, and if not, an order will 
be entered discharging Mr. Greenman 
from his trust. Since becoming as- 
signee nearly a million dollars ia trust 
funds have passed through his hands. 
There was to have been a hearing be- 
fore Referee in Bankruptcy King Sat- 
urday on an application of Mr. Barker 
for his discharrge from bankruptcy, but 
it was thought best to have the bank- 
ruptcy and assignment proceedings de- 
termined on the same day, and the 
matter was adjourned to December 11.

THE 26TH FIGHTING 


But ail the Men are Doing Well. Dis- 


patch From lloilo 


A dispatch from J. N. Taylor at 


lloilo to the Boston globe has the fol- 
lowing on the 26th regiment: 


Parts of the 26th regiment have had 


their baptism of fire and have-stood it 
splendidly. They have been in two en- 
gagements in this island which have 
established a reputation for the new 
regiment. 


The second battalion of the regiment 


took part in the hot engagement on 
the Sugan river on the 21st of Novem- 
ber. 
The most conspicuous companies 


in this were F and H, which were in 
the center of tne line and therefore 
bore the brunt of the attack. 


They were under fire for an hour and 


a half, and then charged an Intren- 
ched position of the enemy In the 
mountains, carrying it brilliantly at the 
point of the bayonet, the insurgents not 
lingering until they came to close 
quarters. 


Several of the rebels were killed, and 


the 26th lost a sergeant and two men 
wounded. 


On the next day (Nov. 22, Wednes- 


day), part of the first and the third 
battalion, under command of Lieut. 
Col. Joseph T. Dickman of the 26th, 
captured six insurgent cannon at Bal- 
antang, and killed 18 of the enemy. 


The loss in Dickman's command was 


six wounded, of whom two have since 
died. 


The general health of the regiment is 
excellent. 


Col. Rice himself, with the second 


battalion of the 26th and one battalion 
of the 19th infantry, ~U. S. A., is pur- 
suing the scattered insurgents far Into 
the interior.

Sixty Mile* on Hour Mean* to 
tke Locomotive. 


It all sounds simple in the recital. 


The wonder of the thing comes into 
view only when, one reflects on ths 
speed and nicety witli which cumbrous 
parts are made to do their duty. The 
piston and connecting bar of a modern 
locomotive weigh some 600 pounds. 
When the speed is 60 miles an hour, 
these parts travel back and forth five 
times a second. Ten times a second, 
at the end of every stroke, the piston 
head is at rest It must pass from this 
condition to a velocity of 1,800 feet per 
minute iu one-twentieth of a second. 
The drive wheels measure more than 
a rod at every revolution, but when 
going 60 miles an hour they must turn 
more than 300 times a minute. 


Sixty miles an hour is the merest 


commonplace to the mind of the up 
to date railroad man, but it means 
other things besides those described 
that are wonderful to Jthe outsider. It 
means a steam pressure blow of 20 
tons on each piston head every tenth 
of a second. It means that up in the 
cab the fireman is throwing into the 
furnace two-thirds of a ton of coal 
every hour. No. 900 burns coal faster 
than ten men can mine it It means 
two quarts of oil every hour to keep 
her Journal boxes greased and every- 
thing running smoothly. It means that 
the engine with its half dozen cars and 
load of human freight is moving 
through space with twice the power of 
a shot from a 100 ton gun. It means 
that the engineer has worked her up 
to the point where she can use every 
once of steam, that he is coaxing her 
as a jockey urges his mount in a fierce 
race, and yet it means that he is ready 
at a. second's notice to move the re- 
versing lever and apply the airbrakes 
that will stop the mighty avalanche 
within the distance that it covers as 
it stands on the tracks.—Earl W. 
Mayo in Alnslee's. 


WINGS OF THE HONEYBEE. 


A Microscopic View of One of llm.- 
tnre'i Wonderful Scheme*. 


At a meeting of the New York Mi- 


croscopical society the president of the 
organization exhibited, besides other 
things, the honeybee's wing, showing 
the booklets by means of which the 
lower of the two wings of the bee is 
Joined to the upper wing in flying, thus 
making them practically a single wing. 
The upper of the two wings is about 
half an inch in length, the lower a little 
shorter. The wings come together 
where they are Joined to the body; 
they are otherwise separate. When the 
bee goes into its hive, it folds its wings 
together, one leaf over the other, so 
that they will take up less room. When 
It goes abroad, it spreads its wings and 
couples them together with the hooks. 


When looked at under the microscope, 


the upper edge of the lower wing is 
seen to be re-enforced us though it had 
an extra plate or rib stretched along 
there, and to this rib, spaced apart at 
regular Intervals, though they are all 
contained within a total space ot little 
more than a quarter of an inch, there 
are attached 19 or 20 tiny, bony hooks. 
There is a little thickening at the base 
of each hook, 'where nature has 
strengthened it, and one is inclined to 
regard the hooks as inset separately 
and to look for the rivets wherewith 
they were secured to the plate or rib 
from which they spring. 


The lower edge of the upper wing, as 


looked at under the microscope, is seen 
to be curled up into a flange or trough. 
When the bee comes out of the hive, it 
hooks the hooks on the upper edge of 
the lower wing into that flange ortrough 
at. the lower edge of the upper wing 
and so makes the two wings practical- 
ly one.—New York Sun.

DOCTORS ON ALL TRAINS. J 


of the Me«loo>L««»l Society. 


President Albert Bachs of tn« Medl- 


ao-Legal society advanced a proposl- 
tion at the November dinner of the or- 
ganization toe other night which, If 
adopted, would take care of a large 
percentage of the overproduction of 
medical colleges in these times, says 
the New York Journal He suggested 
that there be a regular physician, paid 
by the railway company, on trains and 
that on long trips a hospital car with 
a full complement of physicians, sur- 
geons and nurses be carried. 


The dinner was held at the Hotel 8t 


Andrew in New York. There were on- 
ly 11 members present, but the dinner 
went right along and was followed by 
a business session at which IS officers 
were elected. It was after the elec- 
tion of officers that Dr. Bachs set forth 
his idea. He asserted that the travel* 
Ing public is inadequately protected by 
the corporations that run varnished 
cars and allow porters to prey. Set- 
ting forth that ocean steamships have 
surgeons aboard to take care of passen- 
gers, he asked why the same rule 
should not apply to railway trains. 


It is true, he admitted, that when a 


man gets ill on a train the train can 
be stopped, and he can be put off and 
taken care of, but he maintained that 
great 
suffering 
and inconvenience 


would be avoided were there a physi- 
cian on the spot. In case a traveler 
should be stricken on a train with a 
contagious disease Dr. Bachs pointed 
out that the train surgeon could isolate 
the unfortunate immediately and thus 
avoid danger of infection. Urgently 
he set forth a claim that on long runs 
of through trains a hospital car is as 
much required as a baggage car. 


Dr. Bachs said that a railroad com- 


pany is liable for damages where a 
conductor allows a person suffering 
from contagious disease to get aboard 
In case damage to the health of other 
passengers results. 
He insisted that 


his suggestions were practicable. "The 
mere fact," he concluded, "that the 
precautions necessary to avoid injury 
to the patrons are so expensive as to 
consume all the profits of the business 
is not enough to show that such pre 
cautions are unreasonable."

AFRICAN BATTLEFIELDS. 


How Tkey Will Be Surveyed by Brit- 


ish Royal Engineer*. 


The detachment of Royal engineers 


selected from the ordnance survey for 
service in the Transvaal campaign, 
which left Southampton a few days 
ago, will on arrival at the Cape be 
posted for duty among the several 
fighting columns. The surveying sap- 
pers will be principally employed in 
exploring the area of operations, noting 
down the character of the roads and 
whether they are available for artil- 
lery, examining the bridges as to sta- 
bility, recording the situation and na- 
ture of streams, etc. 


Each noncommissioned officer and 


man will be supplied with a mule, and 
his surveying instruments will consist 
of a prismatic compass and a sextant. 
The work will be carried on as near as 
possible to the line of skirmishers «,T 
outposts, says the London Mail. The 
observations having been carefully re- 
corded, a map will be hurriedly drawn 
and completed, so as to be in the bands 
of the main staff for the main body to 
be directed from its particulars. 


Of late years the ordnance survey 


engineers have had considerable prac- 
tice in this rapid form of field survey- 
Ing, and the area of ground which they 
can carefully delineate in a few hours 
is really remarkable. In the event of 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State 
coming directly under the British flag 
and so requiring to be painted red on 
the empire's map the ordnance survey 
detachment of engineers will doubtless 
before returning home be engaged in 
such observations as may be deemed 
necessary by the Intelligence bureau. 


The men who left the other day for 


the survey work of the war are the 
largest contingent that ever served un- 
der similar circumstances in any cam- 
paign the British forces have been en- 
gaged in.

TWO MOOIPIOTTOES TO BE 8HOWH 


AitroBomie Phot«vra»h. o( Great I»- 


tercet and Rarity Will Be Exhibit* 
ed-VlewB of the Southern He»ve»«. 
Negative* Ia Illuminated Frame*, 
Star Cluster* and Trace Photo- 
•rrapha, 
Harvard observatory will have a 


considerable exhibit at the Paris ex- 
hibition, principally photographic. Toe 
resources of the observatory in photo- 
graphic astronomy enable it to present 
probably the most extensive collection 
of astronomical picture? of any insti- 
tution in the world, and the objects 
pictured out are, aside from their num- 
ber, decidedly unique, says the Boston 
Herald. The fine observatory at El 
Mistl mountain, Arequipa, Peru, de- 
voted almost exclusively to photo- 
graphic astronomy, provides a series 
of plates that gives views of the south- 
ern heavens to be found nowhere else. 
The exhibit will include a considera- 
ble collection of publications and scien- 
tific annals published by the observa- 
tory, but the photographies will make 
the most popular and by far the most 
picturesque portion of the whole. 


It is being slowly accumulated and 


IB now about half ready. The printa 
will be presented on frames radiating 
from a central post, moving on hinges, 
each set having much of a booklike 
form, so that one examining a set turns 
the leaves past rather than over. The 
prints give the stars as colored (usual* 
ly black) spots on a white surface, 
which, though hardly true to nature, 
give a fine presentation of astronom- 
ical facts in an accustomed pictorial 
form. 


By far the most attractive portion of 


the exhibit, however, will be glass neg- 
atives in illuminated frames. 
The 


cases are much like ordinary, show- 
cases, the negatives forming the glass 
portions and being illuminated by elec- 
tric lights inside the glass. The star* 
in the plates thus appear as dots of 
light on a black ground, and nature 
could hardly be copied more perfectly 
by artificial means. The portions of 
the sky-photographed on each plate are 
very small, of course, and the search- 
ing eye of the telescope has brought in 
far more celestial objects than are 
ever visible to the naked eye, but the 
visitor at the fair will have a striking 
and exceedingly attractive glimpse of 
the glories of the heavens aside from 
the instruction afforded in a study of 
rare and wonderful phenomena effect- 
ively presented. 


One case Is ready now, containing 


some of the choicest gems of the astro- 
nomical photographs in tbe Harvard 
collection. Perhaps the rarest, though 
hardly appealing to general Interest, 
is the spectrum of a meteor, the only 
one ever taken. It looks much like va> 
grant scratches on an ordinary looking 
photograph, but when one considers 
the extraordinary difficulties in the ob- 
taining of -such a picture one can sym- 
pathize with the astronomer's elation 
at having secured even this one. To 
the eye of the physicist the scratches 
are significant as giving a hint of the 
composition of these fleeting and er- 
ratic visitors from tbe depths of space. 
There are two pictures of the moon, 
one about six inches in diameter of the 
moon at the full and presenting a de- 
cidedly informing general view of the 
earth's satellite. The other is of the 
same size, but gives only a small por- 
tion of the moon's surface, very much 
enlarged, affording a fine idea of tbe 
topographic relief on the moon's sur- 
face. 


Several'star clusters are given, which 


are bewildering glimpses of possibili- 
ties revealed by the telescope. One, 
taken by the Bruce telescope at Are- 
quipa, is of Eta in tbe southern con- 
stellation Carinae, which appears as a 
star to the naked eye, but by the 
camera as a cluster containing thou- 
sands of stars, a peculiarity of the 
cluster being the great number of vari- 
ables found among its stars. Another 
cluster is a magnification of Omega 
Centauri. It is deemed the most mag- 
nificent star cluster in the heavens 
and is well worth a study. 


A picture that will probably be of 


more than ordinary interest to Intelli- 
gent sightseers not particularly famil- 
iar with astronomy is a plate of long 
exposure of the region around Jupiter. 
The stars in the picture appear hi 
brightly lighted dots, but several as- 
teroids were in the field of view, and 
they, moving faster across the plate 
than the stars, left in each case a 
trace, very short, but very evident 
nevertheless, and showing an elemen- 
tary astronomical phenomenon that is 
not widely appreciated outside of ob- 
servatories. 


Another "trace" picture is one of 


Eros, the new planet discovered in 
1898. The plate has an interesting 
history. The planet was discovered 
by visual methods late in the year, but 
on looking back in the Harvard col- 
lection this plate and others were 
found containing the little white trace, 
looking much like a defect in tbe plate 
and which was so taken when first no- 
ticed. The traces on the Jupiter pic- 
ture afford a standard of measurement 
of tbe rate of speed of a body moving 
across the sky at an ordinary rate. 
•Eros is distlngulsbed among other 
things as a body having tbe swiftest 
apparent motion of any known object 


Several pictures of Nebulae, Magel- 


lantic clouds and spectra, tbe latter of 
more purely scientific interest, are 
shown, but all must be seen to be ap- 
preciated, no pen description being ad- 
equate to the realization of the beauty 
and sense of actuality of this method 
of presenting the work of tbe camera.

A SPONGE IN HiS BODY. 


Queer and Fatal Remit of a Sv*sjt«il 


Operation. 


Dr. Morestin, a Russian surgeon, 


who had been treating a-woman for 
recurring abscesses, announced the 
recovery of his patient the other day. 
He had removed from her a pair of 
physician's hemostatlc forceps, four 
Inches long, which had been acciden- 
tally sewed up in her body four years 
before. 


Said a New York physician: "A short 


time ago an up country doctor came to 
the city to be operated upon for the re- 
moval of the vermiform appendix, al- 
though I understand he never had ap- 
pendicitis. He did not Improve after 
the operation, and one night he died. 
There was an autopsy, and It was 
fotnd that a sponge bad been sewed 
up in him. Yet I have known of many 
forceps, clamps and other metal instru- 
ments to be forgotten and left In pa- 
tients, and the latter get well. 


"Sponges are bad. From their very 


nature they become collecting agents 
and soon poison the body. The smooth 
metal objects, on the other hand, are 
apt to work their way Into the ali- 
mentary tract, and then they soon past 
away. You doubtless have heard of 
needles which have staid in the hu- 
man body for years, gradually work- 
Ing their way out of the system or 
of old soldiers who still carry the 
bullets shot into them during the civil 
war. The glass sftallowers of the dime 
museums really perform wonders in 
the way of resisting foreign substances 
In the human body.

SI BERIA'S^ STG "GOLD' CROP. 


Large Qumntttle* of It SntacKle* Out 


of the Country. 
; 


In spite of the moat stringent BUB- 


slau laws on tlie subject—the taking 
away of gold without government con- 
Bent—there is an enormous business 
done all over Siberia in gold, both dust 
and, especially, nuggets stolea from 
the workings. It IB a criminal offense 
to be found in possession of gold; but 
as so large a proportion of the popula- 
tion of Siberia consists of those sent 
there for punishment, and the only 
further punishment they have to fear 
Is deportation to some yet more distant 
region of the same barren and joyless 
land, the deterrent is by no means so 
formidable as a mere perusal of the 
awful menaces of the statutes at first 
sight seems to convey. Moreover, the 
successful dealer In stolen gold rarely 
fails to escape the penalties of his of- 
fense, even when caught redhanded. 


The Russian official, even in Russia 


proper, is seldom altogether unreason- 
able; and In Siberia, where the preg- 
nant saying of the dishonest "chinov- 
nik," "It's a long way to Peter"—that 
Is, St. Petersburg—is especially signifi- 
cant, the official Is "good natured" in 
the extreme, and a substitute can al- 
ways be bought to accept unpleasant 
responsibilities. 


A great part of the gold is conveyed 


over the Chinese frontier—that is, 
across the river Amur, which is the 
sole defense of the frontier against 
smuggling from both sides—and finds 
a ready sale at ruinous sacrifices in ex- 
change for a certain fiery Chinese 
vodka. The valuable properties of this 
spirit, much esteemed by Russian and 
native alike, are that it gives the cus- 
tomer the beatitude of intoxication one 
day, and on the next he can attain the 
same exalted state by the cheap expe- 
dient of drinking water.—Chambers' 
Journal.

FIRE HORSE "KITTY" KILLED 


Department Loses One of Its Best 


Pair. Driver Not Blamed 


The accident to one of the horse* of 


the hoae 1 wagon while responding to 
an alarm late Saturday 
afternoon, 


which was briefly reported in this pa- 
per, resulted as waa expected from the 
first in the shooting of the animal. Dr. 
McDonnell was summoned, but there 
waa nothing to be done for the horse, 
and Assistant Engineer Lesure quickly 
put it out of misery 


This breaks the finest pair that the 


city owned, being the first team that 
waa bought for the fire department, 
and by far the best trained. The team 
cost when bought 1200, but they were 
worth now in the region of $500, and 
that sum would not have bought them 
from the department. 


It Is probable that the remaining 


horse of tne pair will be disposed of 
and a new pair bought, as it would be 
hard to match the horse and in any 
case it la believed to be better to train 
a pair together for the work of 
the 
fire 
department 
At 
present 


a horse of Mr. Lesure is being kept in 
the barn ready for an emergency. 


After the accident, which occurred 


at the ciorner of Main and Marshall 
streets,* there was Inclined to be some 
criticism of the driver, but Chief Byars 
and others who were on the wagon at 
the time say that there was no care- 
lessness, and that the accident was due 
purely to the slipperiness of the pave- 
ment Other men used to driving who 
were near the place of the accident 
said theTe was due care used in turning 
the team around the corner, and that 
the driver could not in any way be held 
responsible. This is the second horse 
to be killed in this way since street 
paving* was begun in the city. 


There was a pathetic scene after the 


injured horse, "Kitty" had been taken 
away to be shot Her mate, with whom 
she had been trained in the west, 
brought east and sold to the depart- 
ment seemed bo appreciate the loss 
and could with difficulty be led back 
to the hose 1 room alone.

The work 
of the wagon is surprisingly quick You 
are at the police station, The night 
officer sttolidly answering the repeated 
and insistent "b-z-z-t" of the call sud- 
denly straightens back In his chair. 
"Call for wagon at bo* 14," he sings 
out energetically and1 presses the but- 
ton sharply that sounds a gong at the 
stable. Captain Haley details two men 
and they start off for the wagon, draw- 
ing on their overcoats as they run. Aa 
they turn into Suffolk street the "clang- 
a-lang-lang" of the waglon gong an- 
nounces all ready to start. 
They 


swing in behind and the team is at 
good speed before they are seated, the 
directions being shouted to the driver 
-•* they clamber in. Out on to Railroad 
dcv n Appleton, to Crescent, to Park 
rumble- he heavy wagon stiff yet In 


springs Down Cabot street half a 


dozen men try to race the wagon for a 
short distance. A black crowd is seen 
ahead on a comer, and the wagon, 
swings up alongside. The men spring 
out. the "drunk" is helped in. "Drunk- 
enness" explains the 
officer as the 


wag-on whirls around again. 
Eight 


minutes have elapsed and the* wagon is 
at the city hall and the "drunk," pro- 
testing as "drunks" will, is helped 
down and Into a cell. No officer has 
had to leave his baat, no crowd has fol- 
lowed a staggering prisoner for a half- 
mile, no time has been lost in getting 
the unfortunate into custody. The only 
wonder is hat the city has not had it 
before.

system of free rural mail delivery have 
been mentioned in this paper, and the 
following by W. S. Carson of Greenfield 
In the Boston Sunday Globe on its pos- 
sible introduction to Berkshire is of 
interest: 


Now that Congressman Lawrence 


has most of the postoffice contests in 
his district settled, it looks as though 
he would have to do some hustling at 
the postofflce department in Washing- 
ton. It seams evident that there is^to 
be a lively demand for rural postal de- 
livery routes. 
It is stated that congress will be 


asked to appropriate about $4,000,000 
for rural postal free delivery- It has 
been found that rural free delivery 
can be made nearly self-supporting. In 
many instances the routes already es- 
tablished are self-supporting. 


An inspector who has been working 


in his vicinity sums up the beneficial 
results in this way: Increased postal 
receipts. More letters are written and 
received and more newspapers 
and 


xnagazins are subscribed for. En- 
hancement of farm values of from. $3 
to $5 an acre. 


General improvement of the roads

tle Franklin" there are six. The fann- 
ers are a little slow In starting, but 
now that it seems assured that the ru- 
ral delivery routes can be secured by 
a little hustling on the part of con- 
gressmen there seems little doubt but 
that Berkshire and the other portions 
of the disirict represented by Judge 
Lawrence will claim their full share. 


A New Street Railway Bill

the next legislature to remedy the evils 
of the present excise tax law on street 
railways. The initiative in the endeav- 
or to have the law changed was taken 
by the board of public works of Hoi' 
yoke and it seems only natural that a 
bill should emanate from that city.
